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Ford Declares 'Time Is Running Out' 


Farmers Union Chief 
Raps U.S. Ag Policies

The national president of the Farmers Union 


said in Lincoln Thursday he feels the United States 
is on the threshhold of a depression as serious as 
that of the 1930s. 


Commenting shortly after his arrival from 


Denver, Colo., Tony Dechant expressed dismay at 
the bill passed earlier Thursday by the House 
Agriculture Committee with reference to support 
rates tor wheat and feed grains. 


"The $3 10 (a bushel) target price for wheat 


with a loan level of $2.50 and a $2.25 target price for 
corn with a loan level of $1.87 is just too low," he 
said. 


"It's not a sufficient guarantee for farmers to 


produce abundant supplies without once again 
going through the wringer if weather is good and 
we produce a little too much." 


Dechant said unless there are adequate 


assurances forthcoming by the Senate Agriculture 
Committee, grain farmers will find themselves 
next summer and fall in the same depressed in- 
come situation that now besets livestock and dairy 
sectors 


And unless a good farm bill is forthcoming that 


would give farmers an adequate floor price, they 
would have no alternative but to cut back produc- 
tion at least 10 
(,c, he said. 


"We have some of our states actually signing 


petitions along these lines now." 


Dechant, who addressed a Farmers Union 


gathering Thursday night at Clatonia, also chided 
the Ford administration's "inconsistency." 


On one side it seeks to give U.S. oil industry 


higher profits — "and the oil industry is making 
astronomical profits now," he said. "Then on Feb. 
5, President Ford came out with a message to 
Congress not to increase support prices for 
agriculture." 


He pointed out that farmers today "are up- 


tight," noting that they see history repeating itself. 


If farmers go all out again this year and if the 


weather cooperates, they could produce 2.1 billion 
bushes of wheat; 7 billion bushels of corn and 1.5 
billion bushels of soybeans. 


"If we do, or if we even come close to these 


figures and the market weakens, farmers will once 
again see their prices plummet into the basement," 
he said. 


He called for a "game plan" creating reserves 


insulated from the market. Farmers shouldn't be 
penalized for doing exactly what the government is 
asking him to do — "go all out on producing food 
and fiber." 


"The old, worn-out cry about costs is a 


specious one," he said. "Even if we should end up 
with additional food, it is the finest collateral on 
which to have government loans." 


Now there is only a 25-day supply of food in 


this country, he said. 


"And it's not in the best interest of the 


American consumer to be caught that short. Up 
and down farm prices create shortages and too high 
prices for consumers from time to time."

OPEC Offers West Oil Price 'Stabilization' 


Algiers — The oil-exporting 


countries offered Thursday to 
negotiate with industrial nations 
on oil price ' stabilization" in an 
international conference on raw 
materials, monetary relations, 
and development of poorer 
nations 


The first summit conference 


of the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
said in a closing declaration that 
it supported such negotiations 
"if equal attention is paid to the 
problems facing both the 


developed and developing coun- 
tries." 


The OPEC summit rejected a 


limited conference with in- 
dustrial consumers on energy 
prices alone, and the 13 oil- 
exporting countries represented 
here said they were the 
"vanguard" ot the commodity- 
exporting countries of the "third 
world." 


President 
Houari 


Boumedienne of Algeria said in 
a closing statement that the in- 
dustrial countries were prepared 
to negotiate now with OPEC 
because the oil countries had 


gained control over their 
resources and could regulate 
prices. 


In the past, Boumedienne 


said, the commodity-exporting 
countries had had no "real 
bargaining power" and their 
views on international economic 
cooperation had not been taken 
into account With OPEC, this 
has changed, he said. 


"Our oil is at the disposal of 


the third world as an instrument 
of negotiation with the industrial 
countries," said President 
Carlos Andres Perez of 
Venezuela.

OPEC producer and the world's 
major oil exporter, has been m 
close contact with the United 
States on the oil producer- 
consumer conference, for which 
there will be a preparatory 
meeting in Pans April 7. 


In a key section of the declara- 


tion, the OPEC chiefs of state 
said their countries would "en- 
sure supplies that will meet the 
essential requirements of the 
economies of the developed 
countries, provided that the con- 
suming countries do not use ar-

In addition, the declaration 


said the OPEC members were 
"prepared to negotiate the con- 
ditions for the stabilization of oil 
prices which will enable the con- 
suming countries to make 
necessary adjustments in their 
economies" to higher energy 
costs. 


The summit did not endorse 


Algeria's call for a special OPEC 
fund of $10 billion to $15 billion 
to give economic aid to 
developing countries, but in- 
stead called for coordination of 
grants and loans given by the 
funds under the control of in- 
dividual countries or regional 
funds. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Warning that 


"time is running out," President Ford 
declared Thursday night that Congress 
must vote emergency military aid within 
two weeks if Cambodia is to survive the 
current Communist offensive. 


Ford indicated in a nationally televised 


and broadcast news conference that he is 
willing to see Lon Nol step aside as Cam- 
bodia's president if that would spur 
negotiations and end "an unbelieveable 
horror story" in the beseiged capital of 
Phnom Penh. 


He stopped short of flatly calling for 


Lon Nol's resignation, but was blunt in 
warning that U.S. aid is essential for the 
Cambodians to avoid falling under Com- 
munist control. 


"If we don't give the aid, there is no 


hope," Ford declared. Then he pressed 
for congressional action on his urgent 
$222 million aid request. 


"If we do get the necessary legislation 


from Congress and it comes quickly ... 
within the next 10 days or two weeks I 
believe there is a hope ..." of Cambodia 
withstanding the offensive, he said. 


The deteriorating situation in Cam- 


bodia dominated the news conference, 
Ford's llth since taking office in August, 
but questions ranged to other foreign and 
domestic issues. 


There were these other highlights: 
—Ford left open the possibility that un- 


employment may top the previously 
forecast 8 5'c, and said he would favor a 
larger tax cut than he has proposed, 
rather than increased federal spending, if 
a bigger stimulant was needed to end the 
current recession 


—The President again chided Congress 


for its slowness in acting on tax-cut 
legislation, declaring "what we need is 
speed" and that he is "very disturbed" at 
the congressional pace. 


—He deplored as "very ill-advised ... 


absolutely unwarranted" the terrorist at- 
tack in Tel Aviv and said he hoped it 
would not destroy the prospects for 
success of Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger's Middle East peace mission. 


—Asked about any CIA connection with 


attempted assassinations 
of foreign 


leaders, Ford cited current investigations 
into CIA activities and said further com- 
ment from him at this time would be in- 
appropriate. 


—Asked about reports that conser- 


vative Republicans are unhappy with his 
policies and may be considering starting a 
third party, Ford said he felt his party 
should be "a broad-based, wide-spectrum 
party" and could broaden its base 


without losing the conservative wing of 
the party. 


—Ford declined to comment on 


whether he would like to have former 
President Richard M. Nixon take an ac- 
tive role in the Republican party once he 
recovers from his physical ailments. He 
said he felt it would be inappropriate for 
him to comment at this time. 


The news conference was 21-minutes- 


old before questioning turned to the 
economy. Ford said in response that he 
would prefer tax reductions to increased 
spending if it appears a greater stimulant 
is needed to pull the nation out of a reces- 
sion. 


He again defended his economic 


program, said "it is moving in the right 
direction" but complained that Congress 
is moving too slowly "What we need is 
speed," he declared in again urging faster 
action on tax-cut legislation 


But again and again the questioning 


turned to Cambodia and, when asked 
whether he would ask Lon Nol to resign 
to help negotiate a settlement. Ford 
replied he did not feel it proper to ask 
that of the head of another state 


Lon Nol. who overthrew Prince 


Sihanouk m 1970. has been the major 
stumbling block to the opening of 
negotiations since the Communists have 
refused to go to the table as long as he 
remains in office 


Lon Nol himself indicated to visiting 


American Congress members last 
weekend he might be willing to step aside 
if that would help negotiations. 


Ford said a main aim of giving the aid 


would be to keep the Lon N'ol govern- 
ment fighting until the end of the current 
dry season, some time about the first of 
July. 


If that happens, he said chances • will 


be infinitely oetter' and that the Com- 
munists would consider negotiations 


He added, however, that Congress must 


vote the aid "in the next 10 days or two 
weeks. 


"If we abandon our allies,' he said. 


"we will be saying to all the world that 
war pays." 


The President also declared the 


reliability of the United States is at stake 
in providing aid to Cambodia and South 
Vietnam. 


"If we cease to help our friends m In- 


dochina, we will have violated their trust 
that we would help them with arms, food 
and supplies so long as they remain deter- 
mined to fight for their own freedom,' 
Ford said. 


Nuclear Plants Moratorium Bill 
Draws Fire Of Electric Utilities

Sen. Steve Fowler of Lincoln 


Thursday urged the Legislature to 
place a moratorium on the construc- 
tion of new nuclear power plants, for- 
cing the power industry to seek new, 
more economical or reduced energy 
sources 


His proposal, contained in LB439, 


drew sharp opposition from 
Nebraska's two giant electric 
suppliers, the Nebraska Public Power 
District and the Omaha Public Power 
District. 


Both districts have nuclear plants in 


operation, and more in the 
preliminary planning stages. 


Held For Later Action 


The bill was held by the 


Legislature's Public Works Com- 
mittee for later action. 


Fowler's proposal would call for a 


moratorium on new construction "un- 
til such time as the evidence 
demonstrates with overwhelming cer- 
tainty that nuclear energy is a safe and 
efficient power source." 


At issue are health and safety fac- 


tors involving the effect of low-level 
radiation and the costs involved in 
constructing a nuclear facility.

Alternatives Listed 


Fowler said the state should look at 


other alternatives, including solar 
energy, fossil fuel plants, hyroelectric 
facilities, the use of garbage as fuel, 
insulation requirements for homes to 
reduce consumption, and conservation 
of energy. 


The next nuclear plant in Nebraska 


is going to cost a minimum of $1 
billion, Fowler said, a figure which is 
equivalent to $800 for every 
Nebraskan or $2,000 for every home. 


That kind of spending could be put 


to better use by increasing the insula- 


tion of homes or finding other sources 
of energy, he suggested. 


A host of witnesses — including en- 


vironmentalists, scientists and the 
former president of the Central 
Nebraska Public Power and Irrigation 
District — supported the bill 


Dr D W Kmgsley of Hastings, the 


former power district president, said 
the assurance of safety remains 
"woefully inadequate' 


'No Adequate Solution' 


Thus far, "no adequate solution" 


for"the disposal of radioactive wastes 
has been found. Lincoln physicist Dan 
Schhtt said. 


Jones said programs are underway 


to achieve the disposal of such wastes". 


As for costs, he said, operation of a 


nuclear facility is cheaper than the 
operation of a conventional plant, 
although nuclear construction costs 
are greater. 


The $16 fuel cost for one kilowatt 


produced by a nuclear plant compares 
with $74 for a conventional facility, 
Jones said. 


"The ratepayers of Nebraska cannot 


afford this bill," OPPD spokesman 
Del Dirnm sid. 


"Nuclear energy is the only 


economically sound way out of the 
energy crisis."'

Omaha (UPI) — A former boxer, out on 


bond for a January bank robbery, was arrested 
for another Thursday as the metropolitan 
Omaha area recorded its 10th bank holdup of 
the year. 


William L. Washington, 34, Omaha, 


appeared before U.S. Magistrate Richard 
Peck late Thursday and was ordered held un- 
der $50,000 bond. 


The U.S. Attorney's Office wanted $100,000 


bond since Washington was freed Jan. 17 after 
posting 10% of a $20,000 bond for a bank 
robbery two days earlier. 


The FBI said Washington was arrested 


without incident at a north Omaha residence 
by police and FBI agents 3Vz hours after the 
Mid-City Bank in central Omaha was robbed. 


It was the third robbery at Mid-City since 


Christmas. 


Washington, who authorities said was 


known as "Boots" in the ring, told Peck "I did 
it to get some money to leave town." 


Washington contended he was being 


"railroaded" by his court appointed attorney, 
Walter Matejka, who Peck named to defend 
Washington again. 


"No matter who I would appoint," Peck 


said, you would probably object to him. I am 
going to appoint Matejka since he is very 
familiar,with your case." 


Washington was arrested in Omaha Jan. 17 


for the robbery of the Omaha National Bank's 
drive-in facility in downtown Omaha. The U.S. 
attorney's office said $2,100 of the $3,200 taken 
in that robbery has been recovered. 


Police arrived on the scene Thursday within 


minutes after Mid-City employes sounded the 
alarm and the bank manager called the police 
emergency number. 


The bank manager said the bandit fled down 


a street into a parking lot area of the Clarkson 
Hospital medical complex which includes the 
hospital, a doctors building and nurses facility. 


The manager said a police officer in pursuit 


fired at least one shot, the suspect dropped the 
money bag and the police officer slipped, 
allowing the suspect to escape into an en- 
tryway. 


However, Omaha Public Safety Director 


Richard Roth said late Thursay there were no 
reports on file of an officer firing a weapon. 


Police and FBI agents combed the Clarkson 


complex looking for the suspect, who 
witnesses said kept one hand in his pocket 
during the robbery as if he had a weapon. 


The estimated $2,640 taken was recovered in 


the dropped bag. 


Several hospital employes saw the suspect, 


and police theorized he may have gone as far 
as to the 9th floor of the building, became lost 


and received directions to an elevator. 


One officer, dispatched to the surgery room 


area, said "I felt like an idiot standing there 
holding a shotgun while those operations were 
going on." 


Just how the suspect went from Clarkson to 


north Omaha several miles away was uncer- 
tain, but the FBI said a cab driver reported he 
gave a man matching the suspect's description 
a ride to north Omaha shortly after the 
robbery. 


Mid-City employes said the suspect wore a 


scarf around the lower portion of his face and 
told one teller "I want it in a hurry. Hurry. 
Hurry. Hurry!" 


In the Jan. 15 robbery, a picture of the 


suspect was taken by a bank camera and of- 
ficers said that aided in his apprehension. 


Since Jan. 1, Omaha has had 9 bank 


robberies and Council Bluffs, Iowa, one.

“If we d o n’t giv e the aid , there is no 
ho p e,” Fo rd d eclared .

Kissinger’s Mid d le East p eace missio n. 
—Asked abo u t any CIA co nnectio n with 
attem p ted assassinatio ns o f fo reign 
lead ers, Fo rd cited cu rrent inv estigatio ns 
into CIA activ ities and said fu rther co m­ 
ment fro m him at this time wo u ld be in­ 
ap p ro p riate. 
—Asked abo u t rep o rts that co nser­ 
v ativ e Rep u blicans are u nhap p y with his 
p o licies and may be co nsid ering starting a 
third p arty , Fo rd said he felt his p arty 
sho u ld be "a bro ad -based , wid e-sp ectru m 
p arty ” and co u ld bro ad en its base 


witho u t lo sing the co nserv ativ e wing o f 
the p arty . 
—Fo rd d eclined to co m m ent o n 
whether he wo u ld like to hav e fo rmer 
Presid ent Richard M. Nix o n take an ac­ 
tiv e ro le in the Rep u blican p arty o nce he 
reco v ers fro m his p hy sical ailments. He 
said he felt it wo u ld be inap p ro p riate fo r 
him to co mment at this time. 
The news co nference was 21-minu tes- 
o ld befo re q u estio ning tu rned to the 
eco no my . Fo rd said in resp o nse that he 
wo u ld p refer tax red u ctio ns to increased 
sp end ing if it ap p ears a greater stimu lant 
is need ed to p u ll the natio n o u t o f a reces­ 
sio n. 
He again d efend ed his eco no mic 
p ro gram, said “it is mo v ing in the right 
d irectio n” bu t co mp lained that Co ngress 
is mo v ing to o slo wly .

The FBI said Washingto n was arrested 
witho u t incid ent at a no rth Omaha resid ence 
by p o lice and FBI agents 3Vi ho u rs after the 
Mid -City Bank in central Omaha was ro bbed . 
It was the third ro bbery at Mid -City since 
Christmas. 
Washingto n, who au tho rities said was 


kno wn as “Bo o ts” in the ring, to ld Peck “I d id 
it to get so me mo ney to leav e to wn.” 
W ashingto n co ntend ed he was being 
“railro ad ed ” by his co u rt ap p o inted atto rney , 
Walter Matejka, who Peck named to d efend 
Washingto n again. 
"No matter who I wo u ld ap p o int,” Peck 
said , y o u wo u ld p ro bably o bject to him. I am 
go ing to ap p o int Matejka since he is v ery 
familiar,with y o u r case.” 
Washingto n was arrested in Omaha Jan. 17 
fo r the ro bbery o f the Omaha Natio nal Bank’s 
d riv e-in facility in d o wnto wn Omaha. The U.S. 
atto rney ’s o ffice said $2.100 o f the $3,200 taken 
in that ro bbery has been reco v ered . 
Po lice arriv ed o n the scene Thu rsd ay within 
minu tes after Mid -City emp lo y es so u nd ed the 
alarm and the bank manager called the p o lice 
emergency nu mber. 
The bank manager said the band it fled d o wn

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Inflation Cooling Off

Washington - Wholesale prices declined in 


February for the third straight month, the 
Labor Department reported Thursday, confir- 
ming that the economy's inflation fever is 
cooling off. 


The decrease of 0.8'; from January to 


February was the biggest drop since September, 
19 3. It was the first time since 1967 that 
wholesale prices had declined for three straight 
months. There were declines of 0.5 
c/f m 


December and 0.3'; in January. 


Sharp drops in farm and food prices led the 


way last month. Industrial prices rose much less 
than last year. 


The downtrend in wholesale prices is star- 


ting to work its way through to retail prices, 
although there are lags and prices paid by con- 
sumers tend to be sticky. 


Consumer prices in January, the last month 


for which figures are available, rose 0.6"r, about 


one third less than the average monthly increase 
in 1974. 


World-wide recession is the main cause of 


(ho slowdown in inflation. Ford administration 
officials expect inflation at the retail level to 
drop to an annual rate of about 6.5 to 7% this 
spring (apart from the impact of any oil tariff 
and tax increases) from the rate of about 127o in 
the closing months of last year. 


However, there is concern that the respite 


from inflation may not last long. The ad- 
ministration warns that excessive moves to pull 
the economy out of the recession could bring a 
new burst of inflation in 1976. 


Even with the recent declines, wholesale 


prices last month still were 14.6% above 
February. 1974. reflecting the huge increases 
through most of last year. The price rise from 
February. 1974. to February, 1975, was the 
smallest for any 12-month period since last 
June.

House Agriculture Committee 
approved on Thursday a bill that 
could raise the price of milk by 
eight cents a gallon and increase 
the price floors of key grains by 
more than 50'";. 


The vote was 32 to 8. 


The administration has es- 


timated the bill could cost $3.72 
billion in payments to farmers if 
gram prices fell below the floors 
established by the one-year bill 


described by supporters as an 
emergency measure. 


Rep. William C. Wampler. R- 


Va., said he was considering an 
attempt to amend the bill on the 
House floor with a substitute 
version acceptable to the ad- 
ministration that was rejected 
by the committee. 


Rep. Peter Peyser, R-N.Y., 


called the measure inflationary 
and "outrageous." He vowed to 
actively seek its defeat. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl Bute 


earlier called the proposed price 
floors "totally unacceptable." 


Under the bill, the govern- 


ment would give farmers the 
difference between the market 
price and the target price for cot- 
ton and key grains. For milk, it 
would set a minimum price that 
manufacturers would have to 
pay farmers. 


The dairy price support in the

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Interstate Sculpture Project Lauded

Nebraska's Interstate 80 


Bicentennial Sculpture Project 
Thursday was called "a 
blueprint for all Americans to 
follow for the Bicentennial." 


John W. Warner, former 


secretary of the Navy and 
national adminstrator of the 
American Revolution Bicenten- 
nial Administration, said: "Here 
in mid America, I may well have 
found the centerpiece for the 
Bicentennial," in reference to 
the sculpture project. 


He said that since he took over 


the Bicentennial helm eight 
months ago, the celebration has 
been snowballing at the rate of 


close to 1,000 events and projects 
a month. 


One of the mystiques of the 


Bicentennial, he said, is that it 
brings communities and diverse 
factions together. 


He complimented Nebraskans 


on the wide spectrum of projects 
planned for the nation's 200th 
birthday celebration and "the 
unusual enthusiasm and 
excitement" to be found here. 


Warner, of Washington, D.C., 


presented D.B. Varner, presi- 
dent of the University of 
Nebraska, an official Bicenten- 
nial flag. Varner, in turn, 
presented Gov. J. James Exon 
with 12 identical flags to be 


flown at rest stops involved in 
the project. 


The designated stops are those 


near Omaha, Seward-Milford, 
York, Grand Island, Kearney, 
Cozad, North Platte, Chapel, 
Sidney, Kimball and OgaJlala 
(two stops). 


In his remarks, Exon said the 


sculpture project "will be a most 
important legacy to all future 
generations of Americans and a 
source of continuing pride to 
Nebraskans." 


Nebraska's interstate sculp- 


ture project is considered one of 
the top three or four Bicenten- 
nial projects in the United States 
and is the only one in Nebraska 
that has been recognized by the 


National Bicentennial Ad- 
ministration. 


It involves the commissioning 


of a dozen American artists to 
create outdoor sculptures for 
placement at the 12 Interstate 
rest stops by July 4,1976. 


The artists and four alternates 


have been tentatively approved 
by the Bicentennial Sculpture 
Corp. Those artists and their 
proposed designs will be 
revealed in May, according to 
project director Art Thompson. 


A campaign to raise $700,000 


for the' sculptures is under way. 
Already, the Nebraska Bicenten- 
nial Commission has designated 
$100,000 in matching funds for 
the project.

The Nebraska

Revolution Bicentennial Com- 
mission was informed Thrusday 
that a wagon train may be 
traveling across the state next 
year as part of the nation's 200th 
birthday party. 


Don Searcy, NARBC director, 


said current plans are to have 
the string of covered wagons 
enter the state March 27, 1976, 
near Scottsbluff, follow the 
Oregon Trail eastward to Ft. 
Kearney, then trace the Mormon 
Trail to a point near Omaha. 


The wagons, which can travel 


about 20 miles a day, would then 
be put on barges about May 1 
and floated down the Missouri 
River to St. Joseph, Mo. 


Nearly $3.5 million is being 


raised nationwide for the cross- 
country trek from the west coast 
to Philadelphia, Searcy said. He 
explained that the wagon train 
would be moving backwards 
compared to the traditional 
route, mainly because 
Philadelphia kicked in the initial 
$250,000 to get the wooden 
wheels turning again. 


On the trail through the state, 


Nebraska's own wagon will be in 
the lead, he said, and hopefully 
native Nebraskans will be 
driving the 14-horse hitches at 
that time. 


Nebraska's only commitment 


to the project would be in map- 
ping and preparing a pathway 
across the state. Wagons, horses 
and drivers would be provided at 
no expense to the state or the 
commission. 


In other action, 
com- 


missioners spent several hours 
discussing a proposal from 
Hastings Advertising Agency to 


furnish, under exclusive rights, 
Nebraska 
Bicentennial 


memoriabika. 


The commission decided to 


appoint a subcommittee to 
review possible contracts for 
sale of such items as com- 
memorative dishes, patches, 
calendars and wall hangings. 


The commission also recon- 


sidered and endorsed three 
projects which had been 
rejected at the last meeting. 
They include the American 


Bicentennial Forest at Dana 
College in Blair; an "Education 
for AH" sculpture at Northeast 
Nebraska Technical College in 
Norfolk, and the Phelps County 
Historical Society Museum in 
Holdrege. 


"Nebraska at the 200th Year," 


a project being developed by 
Ruth Weatherl under a grant 
from the Nebraska State Depart- 
ment of Education, was also en- 
dorsed by the commission.

Pipeline Decision Near? 


The Legislature's Public Works Com- 


mittee will soon come to a decision on 
LB147, a bill which would grant to coal 
pipeline firms the same condemnation 
power given to pipeline firms transporting 
natural gas, petroleum and ammonia. 


The condemnation authority is sought 


by Energy Transportation Systems Inc. 
(ETSI) of San Francisco, which needs to 
purchase easements across 260 miles of 
Nebraska territory in order to build a 1,036 
mile-long, $750 million coal slurry pipeline 
from northeastern Wyoming to an electric 
power generating plant in Arkansas. ETSI 
needs similar legislative approval to cross 
Kansas and Oklahoma. 


Opposition to the coal slurry pipeline 


has sprung with fury from Nebraska's 
railroads, which see themselves being 
forced into an economic war. Lobbying for 
and against the bill has been intense and 
has reached past the Legislature into the 
rdedia. 


Public Works Chairman Sen. Maurice 


Kremer sees LB147 as "a major decision" 
the committee must make. Some sort of 
decision is due shortly. Kremer says there 
are still some unanswered questions 
relating to the source of water for the 
slurry mixture, the amount of electric 
power booster stations in Nebraska will 
need to pump the mixture through the 
state and the economic impact on the 
railroads. ruemer suggests that the legisla- 
tion may be a subject for interim study, 
which would put off a decision until next 
session. 


Admittedly lacking a profound un- 


derstanding of the economics and 
technology involved, we nevertheless 
suggest that the hard information is 
already at hand. The questions raised about 
water supply, power and economic impact 
are all legitimate questions but to what 


lengths must the senators go to have them 
answered? 


A delay for the sake of delay, a delay 


which is not based on factfinding necessity 
but which merely recognizes the power of 
the railroad lobby, will reflect adversely on 
the Legislature and if it frustrates the ETSI 
venture or others like it, could in the long 
run be detrimental to the interests of 
energy users, whether in Arkansas or 
Nebraska. 


Whatever might be raised as an 


obstacle to the coal slurry pipeline, the 
following can be said with varying degrees 
of certainty: 


—ETSI is not asking for precedent- 


shattering authority, of that there is no 
doubt. It is asking only for what has been 
given other pipeline carriers. 


—The coal slurry pipeline promises to 


transport coal more cheaply than the 
railroads. It is an attractive competitive 
alternative the use of which could result in 
lower power bills for many users. 


—There is a possibility that in the 


future low-sulpher Wyoming coal used for 
the generation of electric power could be 
transported more cheaply to plants in 
Nebraska via a pipeline. 


—The coal slurry pipeline will not 


threaten the economic stability of the 
railroads because if this nation mines the 
staggering quantities of coal which are 
projected in the attempt to achieve some 
sort of energy independence, there will be 
more coal to be transported than the 
railroads could conceivably carry.

Current times have sparked a lot ot 


new economic thinking and shaken a good 
many old convictions but some fundamen- 
tal distinctions remain unchanged. The 
debate between Congress and Treasury 
Secretary William Simon over details of a 
near certain tax cut involves opposing prin- 
ciples of long standing. 


Simon is urging that the cuts go more 


to middle and upper income groups than 
Congress has so far shown it intends to do. 
Also, he has urged that the Senate change 
the House-passed federal income tax cuts 
to allow for a 12 percent rather than 10 per- 
cent investment tax credit to business and 
industry. 


On the matter of individual tax cuts,

appliances, he said, and this would provide 
more stimulus to the economy. 


Understandably, Simon is reported to 


have evoked little favorable response in the 
Senate Finance Committee.

makes good economics." 


Turning that around, one might ask if 


social injustice makes good economics. We 
fail completely to see either the merits Or 
good logic of Simon's position. 


As a matter of fact, it is our opinion 


Tax rebates that go to the 
lower income group, we believe, will be 
spent far more quickly than those that go to 
middle and upper income groups. 


The spending among low income 


groups may not be for so-called big-ticket 
items but what is the difference? What is 
important is that we pump millions into 
the economy to try to get it going and that's 
exactly what tax rebates to the low income 
would do. 


The old idea that wealth at the top will 


result in good times at the bottom is, at 
best, a highly questionable principle of 
national policy. One can completely 
reverse the principle with at least equal 
validity.

Ecuadorian aggressiveness 
might rapidly melt under such 
circumstances. Taking back 
those gunboats we loaned them 
wouldn’t hurt, either.

CHICAGO — Ten years ago, I sat in a 
huge hall on South Wabash Ave., one of 
the few white faces among thousands of 
blacks. 
It was a convention of the Nation of 
Islam, more commonly known as the 
Black Muslims. 
Speaker after speaker worked the 
crowd toward a common emotion: 
hatred. More specifically, hatred of 
whites. 
The big moment was the appearance of 
Elijah Muhammad, the tiny man in dark 
glasses who was the leader. 
I don’t recall many specifics of his ser­ 
mon because he rambled so. 


But his point was clear: the enemies 
were the “white devils,” the “blue eyed 
devils.” ’ 


He preached racism and racial hatred, 
pure, simple and unmistakable.

Now 10 years later, it is fascinating to 
read the eulogies that have been heaped 
upon Elijah Muhammad, who recently 
died. 
From Mayor Richard J. Daley: “A 
great loss to the city of Chicago and to the 
entire country. ” 
Jesse Jackson: “ The prophet has 
passed, but the prophecy lives on.” 


From a Chicago newspaper editorial: 
“The death of Elijah Muhammad . . . 
deprives Chicago of a man who, in 
enriching the lives of his people, enriched 
the life of the city.” 


Some of the warmest praise came from 
national religious organizations, who 
talked of his firm leadership, good works, 
and the fine example he set for his 
followers. 
I'm not going to quarrel with their view 
of Muhammad. 


But I wonder if they would gush in the 
same way about a white leader who had 
quite recently ranted about blacks being 
the enemy. 1 doubt it. 


What might their reaction be to a white

leader who preached that we must 
segregate blacks and whites from each 
other? Or prophecized that blacks faced 
doom? 
Sure, many whites believe that sort of 
garbage. In some rednecked sections of 
the country, you can turn on your radio 
and hear some yokel bible-thumper 
preaching it. 


But political leaders don’t praise them 
and nationally respected churchmen 
don’t hail them as prophets.

We're also told about the fine example 
Muhammad set for his followers, 
teaching them self respect and self- 
discipline. 
That may be true, and those are 
desirable virtues. But I wonder what part 
the death of Malcolm X had in teaching 
discipline, an event noticeably 
overlooked by the eulogizers. 
Malcolm X was Muhammad's most 
prominent disciple. With his brilliant 
mind and genius for oratory, he was 
developing an enormous following of his 
own.

He was also developing a distaste for 
Muhammad's talk of racial hatred and 
separatism, and he said so. 
He was still saying so in a public hall 
when three men showed up and shot him 
to death. 
Somehow, over the years, the blame for 
Malcolm X's death has been deftly 
shifted to those white-skinned, blue-eyed 
devils. I'm sure that most young blacks 
today think the gunmen had hair like corn 
silk. 
But the convicted killers were black 
and at least two of them were Black 
Muslims.

Maybe I have a narrow view of history 
and social change, but I don’t czre for 
assassinations as a means of bringing it 
about. 
We’re expected to believe that the 
violence and the hate-filled talk are all 
part of the dim past, that Muhammad and 
his followers have changed their at­ 
titudes. 
All that has really changed is that it 
became smarter not to say it for general 
public consumption. Until recently, their

literature bristled with it. And it was still 
being taught in the Black Muslim schools. 
Try to imagine somebody establishing 
white private schools in Chicago that 
preached racial hatred against blacks. 
Jesse Jackson would have pickets all over 
the place. The schoolmaster would be run 
out of town, and I d gladly help do it. 
It is interesting. You could not con­ 
vince Jackson that George Wallace has 
changed; that the man who only 10 years 
ago was the symbol of white racism in 
this country had shed those attitudes; 
that he had become a force for 
brotherhood. 
And I wouldn't try to convince Jackson 
of it because I don't believe it. I believe 
that way down deep, George Wallace is 
still the same racist who barred black 
Americans from a state university, whose 
slogan was “ never," and who once said 
he'd never be “ out-niggered" in an elec­ 
tion. 
But it is now politically smarter for 
Wallace to keep such things to himself. 
When Jackson buys Wallace's conver­ 
sion, 1 11 buy the Black Muslim's.

WASHINGTON - Richard Nixon, 
living in lonely splendor in his California 
seacoast estate, isn't exactly a poverty 
case. 
He has drawn hundreds of thousands of 
dollars from the taxpayers to help ease 
the shock of being reduced to civilian 
status. He collects a $60,000 annual 
presidential pension. He is attended by 
aides, at an additional cost to the 
taxpayers of $96,000 a year. 


Yet the former President is deeply 
depressed over his finances. Close friends 
say he isn’t taking in enough cash to meet 
his obligations. They claim his personal 
bank account is down to $500 and he has 
only $2,800 left to operate the San 
Clemente estate until July 1. 


Even minor expenditures, such as an 
eastern trip his wife is planning to take 
next month, now cause a family budget 
problem, a friend told us. 
Nixon paid off his back taxes with a- 
$284,740 check which cleaned out his cash 
reserves, intimates say. He can’t afford to 
pay an additional $148,000 tax debt, which 
is no longer collectible but which he had 
promised to pay, they report. 


He neglected to take out health in­ 
surance when he left the White House. He 
was stuck, therefore, with a $23,000 
hospital bill for his phlebitis treatment. 
He recently paid off part of the bill with 
an $11,000 check, which left only $500 in 
his personal bank account. 


He had to rejuggle his San Clemente 
mortgage to reduce the payment 
schedule. He is left with little more than 
an acre in his own name, according to a 
friend. Nixon became so desperate that 
he asked his Florida crony, Bebe Rebozo,

to sell Key Biscayne houses just to pay off 
the mortgage. 


Instead, Rebozo is leading an effort to 
raise $500,000 from the public to purchase 
the two bayside homes as a nonprofit 
center for international study. This would 
leave Nixon a comfortable profit, since he 
purchased the homes in 1968 for only 
$125,527 and $127,800 respectively.

On paper, of course, he is not a poor 
man. But he lacks the income to sustain 
his life-style. He is desperately looking for 
ways to increase his cash flow. He hopes 
to make a substantial sum, for example, 
for his memoirs. But a $145,000 advance 
payment has already gone for research 
and salaries, says a friend. 


Increasingly, the former President is 
counting upon his hardcore supporters to 
bail him out of his financial difficulties. 
Address cards have been prepared on 
300.000 people who have written sym­ 
pathetic letters to him. 


These cards have been turned over to 
the Nixon Historical Association, which 
Rebozo formed to buy the Key Biscayne 
homes, and to the President Nixon 
Justice Fund, which Rabbi Baruch Korff 
formed to raise legal expenses. DirCct- 
mail appeals have been going out to the 
300.000 names. 
Of the $100,000 that Congress ear­ 
marked for Nixon’s transition, in­ 
terestingly enough, he spent an 
astonishing $59,721 for stationery. He 


! 


purchased a huge supply of paper, accor­ 
ding to one insider, for the mass fund 
appeals. 


Rabbi Korff acknowledged to us that 
he sends out 5,000 direct-mail appeals 
each month but denied using stationery 
supplied by the taxpayers. All expenses 
for the mailings, including the envelopes 
and postage, is paid by the U.S. Citizens 
Congress, he said. This is another non­ 
profit, patriotic group which he heads. 


The rabbi said he has promised to raise 
$1 million for Nixon. Of this, $400,000 has 
been committed to pay his legal 
expenses, and the remaining $600,000 will 
be turned over to Nixon to supplement 
his government allocation.

In touching language, the rabbi 
described the financial plight of the 
former President. “ He broods about 
finances all the time,” said Rabbi Korff. 
"Oh, does he worry! It saddens me 
terribly just to listen to him. He is a very 
troubled man.” 
Another close friend confirmed that 
Nixon is haunted by the memory of his 
childhood poverty. When he was a boy, 
his mother used to get up before dawn to 
bake pies for sale. She scrubbed, cooked 
and tended furnace so she could stay at a 
nursing home with an ill son. 
Young Richard used to take his turn 
preparing meals of canned chili, spaghet­ 
ti, pork and beans and other cheap foods. 
“There were many mornings,” he has 
said, “when I ate nothing for breakfast 
but a candy bar.” 
This experience has driven Nixon 
harder than most men to seek an affluent 
life for his family, the friend says.

"we're going to have to cut back 
existing programs somewhere 
between $1.7 million and $4.2 
million," Varner said, "just to 
stay even." 


While the governor felt this 


was "all, in good conscience," 
he could recommend, Varner 
said it would create problems in 
meeting salaries, inflated 
materials and utilities costs, 
required Social Security in- 
creases and added retirement 
benefits. 


'How Long?' 


Sen. Robert Clark of Sidney, 


committee vice chairman, noted 
the Legislature has boosted NU's 
general fund budget by $10 
million in each of the last three 
years. He asked Varner, "How 
long do you think we can keep 
this up?" 


Varner replied that dealing 


with inflation is an "extremely 
painful procedure." 


The NU president reiterated 


testimony all week by the three 
campus chancellors that the No. 
1 priority in the 1975-76 budget is 
the salary question. 


Legislative fiscal analysts have 


recommended a $10 million 
general fund increase over this 
year's NU appropriation, to 
$74.3 million, with $4 of every $5 
in that boost tagged for salary 
hikes. 


Flexibility Asked 


Those, Varner said, are "most 


important" for NU to retain 
quality staff and keep morale 
high in the long term. But he 
also appealed to the committee 
to give NU flexibility in the 


salary budget, to award in- 
creases for merit and cost-of- 
living increases. 


Other high priorities, Varner 


said, include departmental 
"areas of Excellence," for which 
about $2 million in special fun- 
ding was requested, a rural 
health improvement program 
with an $800,000 price tag, and 
strengthening the agriculture 
program. 


In testimony on the NU 


system budget, for which the 
legislative staff recommended 
about $3.46 million, Varner 
again appealed for $157,790, a 
new budget item, to fund the 
State University of Nebraska 
(SUN) project delivery system. 
The legislative analysts' budget 
included nothing for 
SUN. 


Varner said that request 


represents half the cost per 
credit hour the Legislature gives 
the state colleges from tax 
money, at $40.72, and is based on 
projections of almost 3,400

UNMC should "reveal all 


sources of income," Marvel said, 
so the Legislature can review 
sources and approve expenses, 
and moreover, "so the public 
knows what's going on. 


"Obviously, they don't know 


now." 


The brouhaha resulted over $1 


million in one-time excess 
payments that UNMC proposes 
to spend in 1975-76 for equip- 
ment, renovation and operations 
costs. Smaller payments since 
1970 
have been used to meet 


deficits in other budget areas, 
and were included unobtrusively 
among total budget data. 


NU President D. B. Varner 


told the committee he was un- 
aware of that budget procedure, 
but defended Chancellor Sparks.

'More Coordination' 


Marvel flatly called for "more 


coordination" by the Medical 
Center with the NU system and 
Legislature.

governor recommended, Marvel 
told Varner, that would "let you 
fight it out," 


Marvel made the comment in 


criticizing the Omaha campus's 
deficit appropriations request 
the past three years because tui- 
tion revenues were below 
budget.

Extra Aid Urged 


Because federal funds for the 


SUN project will be channeled 
through its parent University of 
Mid-America, Varner also urged 
another $105,000 budget item to 
take up the slack for Lincoln 
employes. 


In the controversial matter of 


who wifl pay for maintenance of 
the new Lincoln fieldhouse, 
legislative analysts estimated an- 
nual costs at $589,860 but haven't 
identified revenue sources. 


William C. Erskine, NU 


executive vice president for ad- 
ministration, said because the 
fieldhouse scheduled completion 
date is in August, maintenance 
costs in 1975-76 should be 
reduced to $491,550. Expected 
revenue from rental is unknown. 


Analysts proposed the Univer- 


sity of Nebraska-Lincoln 
Athletic Department should pay 
$50,000 to $72,000 in manage- 
ment costs, that $25,000 should 
be paid by UNL special ac- 
tivities, and general funds of 
$493,000 to $515,000 pay the rest. 


Joint Operation 


Erskine agreed UNL could pay 


part of the costs, but Sen. John 
Savage of Omaha said, "I don't 
see why the burden should fall 
entirely on the university," since 
the fieldhouse is a joint NU-State 
Fair Board operation. 


Fremont Sen. Thome Johnson 


said the Fair Board, on which he 
sits, would be willing to pay part 
of the maintenance costs. 


In a separate hearing on the 


Nebraska Eduational Television 
(NETV) Commission budget, 
NETV Network General 
Manager Jack McBride said the 
legislative analyst's recommen- 
dation of $2,577,825 is satisfac- 
tory, he commission had 
requested $2,619,600. 


McBride took budget excep- 


tion, however, to one item — a 
$79,233 request for "Grand 
Generation," a television show 
for the elderly. The committee is

In the fourth, final day of Ap­ 
propriations Committee budget 
hearings, University of Nebraska 
President D.B. Varner declared 
that Gov. J. James Exon's $71.6 
million general fund recommen­ 
dation is “inadequate.” 
NU has requested $84.4 
million in state tax funds. 
If the university system 
receives only the $71.6 million, 
“we re going to have to cut back 
existing programs somewhere 
between $1.7 million and $4.2 
million, 
Varner said, “just to 
stay even.” 
While the governor felt this 
was “all, in good conscience,” 
he could recommend, Varner 
said it would create problems in 
meeting salaries, inflated 
materials and utilities costs, 
required Social Security in­ 
creases and added retirement 
benefits. 
‘How Long?’ 
Sen. Robert Clark of Sidney, 


committee vice chairman, noted 
the Legislature has boosted NU’s 
general fund budget by $10 
million in each of the last three 
years. He asked Varner, “ How 
long do you think we can keep 
this up?” 
Varner replied that dealing 
with inflation is an “extremely 
painful procedure.” 
The NU president reiterated 
testimony all week by the three 
campus chancellors that the No. 
1 priority in the 1975-76 budget is 
the salary question. 
Legislative fiscal analysts have 
recommended a $10 million 
general fund increase over this 
year's NU appropriation, to 
$74.3 million, with $4 of every $5 
in that boost tagged for salary 
hikes. 
Flexibility Asked 
Those, Varner said, are “ most 
important” for NU to retain 
quality staff and keep morale 
high in the long term. But he 
also appealed to the committee 
to give NU flexibility in the 


salary budget, to award in­ 
creases for merit and cost-of- 
living increases. 


Other high priorities, Varner 
said, include departmental 
“areas of Excellence,” for which 
about $2 million in special fun­ 
ding was requested, a rural 
health improvement program 
with an $800,000 price tag, and 
strengthening the agriculture 
program. 
In testimony on the NU 
system budget, for which the 
legislative staff recommended 
about $3.46 million, Varner 
again appealed for $157,790, a 
new budget item, to fund the 
State University of Nebraska 
(SUN) project delivery system. 
The legislative analysts’ budget 
included nothing for SUN. 


Varner said that request 
represents half the cost per 
credit hour the Legislature gives 
the state colleges from tax 
money, at $40.72, and is based on 
projections of almost 3,400

A bill that would govern those 
who lobby the executive branch 
of government was advanced to 
the floor of the Legislature 
Thursday after a three-hour 
public hearing before the 
Government, Military and 
Veterans Affairs Committee. 
The bill was advanced on a 6-1 
vote with no amendments. Sen. 
Walter George of Omaha cast 
the dissenting vote. 
The measure, LB531, was in­ 
troduced by Omaha Sen. John 
Cavanaugh at the request of 
Gov. J. J. Exon. 
The committee ignored 
recommended amendments, in­ 
cluding one proposed by Exon 
aide William Hoppner, thus 
deciding to let the full 
Unicameral make any needed 
changes. 
In other action the committee 
advanced LB372. a bill offered 
by Lincoln Sen. Wally Barnett to 
regulate conflicts of interest 
with respect to those who 
provide professional services for 
the state. 
The bill advanced on a 6-1 vote 
with George again casting the 
only “ no.”

“at the same time, a significant 
amount of income” from 
retroactive Medicare payments 
"was not disclosed.” 
Did Not Know 
Oberg suggested that the NU 
Board of Regents, in approving 
the deficiency request, did not 
know about the excess funds 
availble. 
UNMC should “ reveal all 
sources of income," Marvel said, 
so the Legislature can review 
sources and approve expenses, 
and moreover, “so the public 
knows what’s going on. 
“Obviously, they don't know 
now.” 
The brouhaha resulted over $1 
million in one-time excess 
payments that UNMC proposes 
to spend in 1975-76 for equip­ 
ment, renovation and operations 
costs. Smaller payments since 
1970 have been used to meet 
deficits in other budget areas, 
and were included unobtrusively 
among total budget data. 
NU President D. B. Varner 
told the committee he was un­ 
aware of that budget procedure, 
but defended Chancellor Sparks, 


saying there was “ no misap­ 
propriation of funds,” and if the 
senators will only ask, Dr. 
Sparks will provide all necessary 
statistics. 
Marvel said later if budget 
details are withheld from the 
committee, then Varner should 
conduct “a merger which has 
not been consummated,” a 
figurative wrist-slap implying 
that each NU campus operates 
independently, despite the 
system concept. 
‘More Coordination’ 
Marvel flatly called for “more 
coordination” by the Medical 
Center with the NU system and 
Legislature. “It’s not a privately 
run institution,” he said. 
Further, “ I am moving fast 
toward a lump-sum ap­ 
propriation” to NU, as the 
governor recommended, Marvel 
told Varner, that would “let you 
fight it out.” 
Marvel made the comment in 
criticizing the Omaha campus's 
deficit appropriations request 
the past three years because tui­ 
tion revenues were below 
budget.

Extra Aid Urged 


Because federal funds for the 
SUN project will be channeled 
through its parent University of 
Mid-America, Varner also urged 
another $105,000 budget item to 
take up the slack for Lincoln 
employes. 
In the controversial matter of 
who will pay for maintenance of 
the new Lincoln fieldhouse, 
legislative analysts estimated an­ 
nual costs at $589,860 but haven’t 
identified revenue sources. 
William C. Erskine, NU 
executive vice president for ad­ 
ministration, said because the 
fieldhouse scheduled completion 
date is in August, maintenance 
costs in 1975-76 should be 
reduced to $491,550. Expected 
revenue from rental is unknown. 
Analysts proposed the Univer­ 
sity of Nebraska-Lincoln 
Athletic Department should pay 
$50,000 to $72,000 in manage­ 
ment costs, that $25,000 should 
be paid by UNL special ac­ 
tivities, and general funds of 
$493,000 to $515,000 pay the rest. 
Joint Operation 
Erskine agreed UNL could pay 
part of the costs, but Sen. John 
Savage of Omaha said, “I don’t 
see why the burden should fall 
entirely on the university,” since 
the fieldhouse is a joint NU-State 
Fair Board operation. 
Fremont Sen. Thome Johnson 
said the Fair Board, on which he 
sits, would be willing to pay part 
of the maintenance costs. 


In a separate hearing on the 
Nebraska Eduational Television 
(NETV) Commission budget, 
N ETV Network General 
Manager Jack McBride said the 
legislative analyst’s recommen­ 
dation of $2,577,825 is satisfac­ 
tory. he commission had 
requested $2,619,600. 
McBride took budget excep­ 
tion, however, to one item — a 
$79,233 request for “Grand 
Generation," a television show 
for the elderly. The committee is 
considering awarding the funds 
to the State Commission on 
Aging, instead of NETV. 
Either funding channel is 
acceptable, McBride said, as 
long as the program will be con­ 
tinued; he cited popular de­ 
mand.

Thursday stuck to positions they 
adopted earlier this week when 
two proposed 
constitutional 


amendment bills directed at 
elimination of residential and 
commercial blight were 
debated. 


They refused to reverse their 


decision to place before the 
voters in the 1976 general elec- 
tion a proposal to let the 
Legislature write 
legislation 


which would encourage removal 
of blight, particularly in com- 
mercial areas. 


They also balked again when 


requested to place on that same 
ballot another proposition under 
which owners of dilapidated 
housing would be excused for 
five years from higher taxes 
stemming from 
improvements 


on their homes. 


The first measure, LB260, 


sponsored by Sen. John 
Cavanaugh of Omaha, would 
allow any governmental subdivi- 
sion to issue bonds and go into 
debt in revitalizing blighted 
areas. The higher taxes resulting 
from the improved property 
would be used to retired the 
bonded indebtedness and in- 
terest. 


Sen. 
Ernest Chambers of 


Omaha made the motion to 
reconsider, arguing it could open 
the way for a subdivision to go 
into residential areas "and run 
roughshod over the people." 


His motion to reconsider fell 


seven short of the 30 votes 
needed. 


Sen. Frank Lewis of Bellevue 


urged the lawmakers to recon- 
sider their action when they 
killed the second 
measure, 


LB98, also sponsored by 
Cavanaugh. 


But the bill proponents' 


arguments failed when the mo- 
tion to reconsider received 25 
votes, five fewer than required.

Successive 
Sentences 
Ruled Legal

The State Supreme Court 


Thursday ruled two consecutive 
sentences for separate offenses, 
even though they arise from the 
same chain of events, do not 
violate constitutional provisions 
against double jeopardy. 


In a separate case, the high 


court ruled the existence of a 
trust fund, unless it is readily 
available for use, cannot be used 
as a bar to aid to dependent 
children (ADC) benefits. 


The double jeopardy question |;| 


was raised in a case appealed 
from the Douglas County 
District Court in which 
Lawrence Saxon was convicted 
of robbery and use of a firearm 
in the commission of a crime. 


On the robbery count, Saxon 


was sentenced to 25 years in 
prison and received a term of 3- 
10 years on use of a firearm. The 
sentences were to run one after 
the other. 


He also received a 15-year con- 
8fel 


current sentence on another 
robbery count. 


Saxon appealed contending 


the double jeopardy provisions 
were violated because the 
robbery and use of a firearm 
charges resulted from a single 
act. 


The Supreme Court rejected 


the argument saying that using a 
firearm is not an essential ele- 
ment in proving robbery and 
evidence must be provided on 
each charge rather than just one. 


The ADC dispute was filed by 


the guardians for Patricia Dorn 
and Pamela Sue Dorn, two of 
five children who lost their 
mother in 1965. 


The State Welfare Depart- 


ment, after finding that each 
child had a $17.700 trust fund in 
the Beatrice National Bank, cut 
off ADC payments saying the 
existence of the money made 
them ineligible. The money 
resulted from a wrongful death 
suit in the death of the mother 
and was placed in trust by the 
courts. 


The Supreme Court noted the 


guardians tried at one point to 
get money from the trust for the 
children and their requests were 
denied. The money wasn't to be 
released until the children 
reached the age of 21. 


Further, the high court said 


the State Welfare Department 
knew of those efforts yet ADC 
payments were cut off. 


In so ruling, the Supreme 


Court reversed a Lancaster 
County District Court decision in

repeat any misconduct... Your 
referee recommends dis- 
ciplinary action to the extent of 
censure or reprimand." 


The final decision will rest 


with the State Supreme Court 
after additional oral arguments 
are heard within the next two 
months. 


'Just Great' 


Cook, 
contacted 
in 


Washington, who said he and his 
wife had just brought their new- 
born daughter home from the 
hospital, called 
Kuns' 


recommendation "just great." 
He said he was "very thankful." 


Robert Crosby, Cook's Lincoln 


attorney, called Kuns' opinion 


"a scholarly" and "fair" one. 
Crosby and Jonathan Rosner, 
another of Cook's attorneys, 
have argued that Cook should be 
reprimanded for his error but 
not disbarred. 


Cook, a 1972 graduate of the 


University of Nebraska Law 
College and native of Lincoln, 
said since his resignation as 
chairman 
of the 
federal 


Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission (SEC) he has opened an 
office in Washington, D.C., and 
offered his services as an invest- 
ment counselor. He has volun- 
tarily quit practicing law until 
the matter is settled.

City Dump At Holdrege 
To Be Full Within Weeks 


Holdrege (AP) — The city Of 


Holdrege is running out of room 
in its city dump. 


The remaining room in the 


existing dump will be filled by 
the end of March, leaving 
Holdrege holding the refuse. 


The city does own 37 acres of 


land southwest of town, but this 
ground cannot be made into a 
city dump unless approved by 
the Nebraska Department of En- 
vironmental Control (DEC). 


One of the factors causing the 


current dump to fill so quickly is 
the refuse from Becton- 
Dickinson Co. 


That refuse is equal to that 


coming from all the rest of the 
city. 


The Holdrege City Council 


also learned that it faces the 
probability of spending over 
8250,000 on the city sewage dis- 
posal plant in order to bring it 
into compliance with the DEC. 


Most of this work would have 


to be accomplished by June of 
1977 and involves a nearly com- 
plete renovation of the facility, 
now located about two miles 
east of Holdrege. 


The major item of expense 


would disinfect the facilities at a 
cost of more of more than $112,- 
000.

Services Slated 
For Former G.I. 
Chief Of Police 


Grand Island (AP) — Funeral 


services for former Grand Island 
Police Chief Michael F. 
Gephardt will be held here 
Saturday morning. 


Gephardt, 59, died Wednesday 


in a local hospital after a lengthy 
illness. 


A native of Milwaukee, Wis., 


Gephardt joined the Grand 
Island Police Department in 
1948, and was appointed chief in 
February 1958. He held the post 
until his retirement, Dec. 1, 
1973. 


That first count involves 


Cook's lying to a New York 
grand jury investigating an SEC 
case filed against financier 
Robert Vesco, who was accused 
of looting millions of dollars 
from overseas mutual funds. 


Vesco had made a secret $200,- 


000 contribution to the Nixon 
committee through fund-raiser 
Maurice Stans. Mention of that 
contribution was dropped from 


the suit filed against Vesco, 
allegedly at the request of Stans. 


Lied To Grand Jury 


Cook discussed the dropped 


matter with Stans prior to the 
filing, but told the grand jury on 
April 19, 1973, that he had not 
discussed it with Stans. 


Shortly afterward, on May 2, 


1973, Cook admitted to U.S. at- 
torneys that his April 19 
testimony was false. Later, in 


the Mitchell-Stans trial, Cook 
acknowledged under oath that 
his testimony was false. 


The other complaints against 


Cook refer to statements before 
congressional committees. One 
statement made to a Senate sub- 
committee on May 1, 1973, was 
false but was not made under 
oath. 


Kuns said, "It would be un- 


reasonable to impose upon the 


entire bar a rule that every 
lawyer must at all times and in 
all circumstances be completely 
truthful and accurate in every 
statement that he makes, 
whether under oath or not." 


Kuns said Cook quickly 


realised his error and "did all in 
his power to rectify his wrong. 
Probably it was proper that 
harsh criticism should be 
directed at him and it was."

High Court Hears TMS Arguments

Attorneys for American Com- 


munity Stores Thursday fought for 
the right to continue and expand 
an innovative savings system 
allowing First Federal-Lincoln ac- 
count holders to make deposits 
and withdrawals at two Lincoln 
Hinky Dinky stores. 


The State Justice Department 


has asked the Nebraska Supreme 
Court to ban the practice, saying it 
is a violation of the state's branch 
banking laws. A Lancaster District 
Court judge has upheld the 
system's legality. 


The case is being watched by 


banking interests across the coun- 
try, since some say the system, 
called the Transmatic Money 
System (TMS), is the wave of the 
future in banking. Interest in the 
case is high, and attorneys for both 
sides Thursday ran up against the 
court's time limit on arguments 
and were cut short. 


Danger No Greater 


John Delehant of Omaha said 


the safeguards built into TMS, 
which utilizes computer terminals 
at the. stores hooked to First 
Federal's computer, are such that 
the danger of an embezzlement is 
no greater than at a teller's win- 
dow in First Federal. 


Delehant said TMS accounts are 


insured risks. 


The computer, he said, responds 


only if the transaction involves a 
TMS account and can reject a tran- 
saction if there are insufficient 
funds in the account. 


-TMS, in addition, he said, does 


not violate the privacy of the ac- 
count, since TMS only accepts or 
rejects transactions and cannot 
reflect the account's balance. 


TMS is not branch banking, he 


said, because, at most, the Hinky 
Dinky personnel are acting solely 
as agents for First Tederal. To be 
involved in banking, he said, one 
has to receive money in deposit 
and make loans. 


No Money Owed 


"No claim has been made 


anywhere that Hinky Dinky owes 


the depositor one dime," Delehant 
said. 


Basically, TMS is a customer 


convenience which through elec- 
tronics allows a person to make a 
transfer in funds in 20 seconds in- 
stead of days by mail, he said. 


The Federal Home Loan Bank 


Board authorized First Federal to 
establish TMS. 


The lawsuit seeking to block 


TMS, Delehant charged, was in- 
spired by the State Banking 
Department at the request of com- 
peting banks and savings and 
loans, he charged. 


"This is the same department 


that permitted state-chartered 
savings and loans to conduct 
business through agents located in 
other communities," he said. 


Fremont Savings and Loan, a 


state chartered institution, has ap- 
proximately 50 agents in nearby 
communities to solicit loans and 
transact other business, he said. 


Delehant acknoweledge TMS 


has had some "bugs," but he said 
they have been worked out. 


During an initial six-week test 


period, Hinky Dinky's account 
went into the red "for a few 
hours" on several occasions, he 
said, because the volume of 
business was greater than an- 
ticipated. 


Since then, he said, the com- 


puter has been programmed to 
reject negative balances in Hinky 
Dinky's account. 


Asst. Atty. Gen. Ralph Gillan 


reiterated his objections to the 
TMS arrangement set out in his 
written brief and urged the court 
to overturn the lower court ruling. 


Gillan said it is a matter for the 


Legislature to decide, noting that 
there is a bill in the Legislature to 
authorize TMS and similar 
systems. 


Gillan's brief noted what an ad- 


vantage TMS has been to First 
Federal. From Jan. 1 to March 1, 
1974, Hinky Dinky processed 
deposits totaling $333,085 and 
withdrawals of $40.605. 


That left First Federal with a 


$292,480 net gain in deposits. 


NBC Files Suits Against Boetel 


Omaha (AP) — Control of an 


apartment complex operated by 
Boetel and Co. has been granted 
to a loan company and the 
National Bank of Commerce 
Trust and Savings Association of 
Lincoln has filed seven lawsuits 
against investors of the financial- 
ly troubled Boetel and Co. 


Six lawsuits were against 


couples who had pledged to 
repay $85,000 each on a $500,000 
loan from the bank to two Boetel 
companies in January 1974. The 
seventh was against G. Charles 
Boetel and his wife, Patricia, 
seeking repayment of $500,000. 


The lawsuit said the two com- 


panies were behind in their 
payments as promised and said 
$302,000 had been loaned to 
Boetel and Co. and $193,000 to 
Boetel Properties, Inc. 


The lawsuits asked the District 


Court to order the investors to 
pay the money up to the limit 
they had promised. 


Commercial Federal Savings 


and Loan Association received 
control of the Four Pines 
Apartments and sued Boetel and 
Co for missing loan payments 
The foreclosure is one of several 
filed in District Court recently 
against Boetel properties. 


District Court Judge John 


Murphy signed an order allowing 
Commercial Federal to assume 
immediate control of the 12-unit 
apartments. The company said it 
loaned $100,000 to the Four 
Pines Limited Partnership, 
Boetel and Co. and West Omaha 
Development Co.

In 1972, Lincoln's 1,522 retail 


businesses had sales of ap- 
proximately |413 million, accor- 
ding to a report on Nebraska's 
retail trade just released by the 
Census Bureau.

dropped to 1972 levels because 
of the construction decline. He 
said building materials represent 


20 to 25% of the cost of a house. 


Hoppe said the lumber 


dealers' business loss has been 
tempered by an upturn in 
purchases for additions to 
homes, remodeling and dMt- 
yourself projects. 


Kottmeier and Hoppe said 


business has suffered most on 
the coasts and in metropolitan 
areas, with rural area lumber 
yards faring better 


"Many agricultural yards are 


better off than they've ever 
been," said Stan Sheets, presi- 
dent of Valley Building Center in 
Superior, and a director of the 
lumbermen group He said 
favorable gram prices have en- 
couraged farmers to proceed 
with building projects.

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"Doughnut Case7 Youth May Return Home

• Beatrice — "I'm just looking 
f OP someone I can call Mom and 
Dad." 


After seven solid hours of 


testimony in a highly unusual 
Gage County juvenile court 
proceeding, it appeared 
Thursday night that 17-year-old 
Gerald Ackerman's own parents 
MiQ soon be answering to those 
names again. 


But 'only conditionally, on 


probationary terms yet to be set 
flown by Gage County Judge 
Dennis Winkle in the much- 
publicized "doughnut case." 
. The Beatrice youth was only 7 


when he was taken from his 
parents, Robert and Viola 
Ackerman. and placed in the 
Grace Children's Home at 
Henderson in June 1966. The 
case took on statewide im- 
plications when the Nebraska 
Civil Liberties Union sided with 
the parents in filing a motion for 
the boy's return home. 


It was abundantly plain from 


nearly a dozen 
witnesses 


testifying Thursday, however, 
that much more was involved 
than the "less than 25 cents 
worth of doughnuts" which 
brought the boy before the 
court. As Judge Winkle said in a 
concluding summary, "Juvenile 


court is not primarily concerned 
about what a child did, but what 
can be done for him." 


Judge Under Fire 


Whether the judge had done 


the right thing for young Acker- 
man, currently in a Grace- 
connected foster home at 
Henderson, was a main point of 
dispute in the dramatic hearing. 
Winkle has come under fire from 
some quarters, including the 
NCLU, for his handling of this 
and other juvenile cases. 


Since his original decision — 


and the one in this proceeding — 
hinged largely upon the youth's 
family, the Ackermans and their 
eight children came under more 


open scrutiny than usual, Winkle 
said. 


What NCLU attorney Herbert 


Friedman referred to in closing 
arguments as "the Ackermans' 
dirty Lnen" included a string of 
arrests dating to 1945, mostly for 
intoxication, against the con- 
struction worker husband. 
Evidence also showed his 
driver's license is currently 
suspended for drunken driving 
and that he served time in the 
State Reformatory in 1951 for 
failing to make child support 
payments. 


Ackerman, 45, is a cement 


finisher for an Omaha firm. His 
wife, 52, works part-time at a 


Salvation Army store. 


It was also brought out that an 


older brother was sent to the 
Kearney Boy's Industrial School 
prior to Gerald's placement and 
that a sister had run away from 
home while on court probation. 
All of the children living in the 
home in 1960 had been taken 
from the couple by court order 
for a three-month period. 


Family In Debt 


Testimony also showed that 


the family was in debt at least 
$2,400, not counting $875 toward 
Gerald's'support ordered by the 
court at $25 per month starting 
in 1968. A psychiatric social 
worker also testified that Mrs.

"thinking about bankruptcy." 


The same social worker, Mrs. 


Jane Klnsey of Lincoln urged 
that the youth be returned to his 
parents under some type of 
supervision. Basing her conclu- 
sion mainly on a I'/z-hour visit 
with the Ackermans and a 
Henderson interview with their 
son, she was asked by Friedman 
near the hearing's end if "any of 
the dirty linen of the Ackerman 
family" had changed her mind. 


Answering negatively, she said 


that "families should be worked 
with in order to stay together." 


The husband, breaking into 


tears when asked if he loved his 
son, pledged to join Alcoholics 
Anonymous and to "try most 
anything" if the youth is 
returned home. 


'Second Chance' 


In an emotional closing argu- 


ment, Friedman said the family 
"is asking for nothing more than 
a second chance." He said the 
Gage County probation system 
reminded him of "a man 
walking forward with his head to 
the rear." 


Friedman also asked that 


Winkle disqualify himself from 
the case because of the judge's 
criticism of former probation of- 
ficer William Jordan as quoted 
in a recent Lincoln Journal arti- 
cle. Friedman said the attitude 
indicated a "preconceived" opi- 
nion toward probation office 
records introduced as evidence. 
IWinkle denied the motion. 


Continuing the case as, the 


hearing adjourned at 6:50 p.m., 
Winkle stressed that he was not 
committing himself to a deci- 
sion. But he added that "it is 
likely" he will permit the youth 
to return home under certain 
restrictions. 


He instructed County Atty. 


Steve Brott and the other three 
attorneys to submit a probation- 
type plan taking into account 
such factors as Gerald's 
educational future and the 
father's alcohol problem. 


Residing the past IVz years 


with Mr. and Mrs. Charles E. 
Davis, Henderson foster parents 
working with the Grace home, 
young Ackerman was said to 
have "made great progress" by 
the couple. He is a junior at 
Henderson High School and has 
indicated interest in an art 
career. 


Testimony showed that the 


doughnut stealing incident, 
while it first brought the boy 
into court, followed several 
other petty thefts. It was also 
brought out that Ackerman was 
caught stealing two magazines in 
a York store last week.

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'Doughnut Case' Youth May Return Home 


By DEAN TERRILL 
Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
Beatrice — “I’m just looking 
for someone I can call Mom and 
Dad.” 
After seven solid hours of 
testimony in a highly unusual 
Gage County juvenile court 
proceeding, it appeared 
Thursday night that 17-year-old 
Gerald Ackerman’s own parents 
wifi soon be answering to those 
names again. 
But only conditionally, on 
probationary terms yet to be set 
down by Gage County Judge 
Dennis Winkle in the much- 
publicized “doughnut case.” 
The Beatrice youth was only 7 


when he was taken from his 
parents, Robert and Viola 
Ackerman, and placed in the 
Grace Children's Home at 
Henderson in June 1966. The 
case took on statewide im­ 
plications when the Nebraska 
Civil Liberties Union sided with 
the parents in filing a motion for 
the boy’s return home. 
It was abundantly plain from 
nearly a dozen witnesses 
testifying Thursday, however, 
that much more was involved 
than the “ less than 25 cents 
worth of doughnuts" which 
brought the boy before the 
court. As Judge Winkle said in a 
concluding summary, “Juvenile 


court is not primarily concerned 
about what a child did, but what 
can be done for him.” 
Judge Under Fire 
Whether the judge had done 
the right thing for young Acker­ 
man, currently in a Grace- 
connected foster home at 
Henderson, was a main point of 
dispute in the dramatic hearing. 
Winkle has come under fire from 
some quarters, including the 
NCLU, for his handling of this 
and other juvenile cases. 
Since his original decision — 
and the one in this proceeding — 
hinged largely upon the youth’s 
family, the Ackermans and their 
eight children came under more 


open scrutiny than usual, Winkle 
said. 
What NCLU attorney Herbert 
Friedman referred to in clpsing 
arguments as “ the Ackermans’ 
dirty linen" included a string of 
arrests dating to 1945, mostly for 
intoxication, against the con­ 
struction worker husband. 
Evidence also showed his 
driver’s license is currently 
suspended for drunken driving 
and that he served time in the 
State Reformatory in 1951 for 
failing to make child support 
payments. 
Ackerman, 45, is a cement 
finisher for an Omaha firm. His 
wife, 52, works part-time at a 


Salvation Army store. 
It was also brought out that an 
older brother was sent to the 
Kearney Boy’s Industrial School 
prior to Gerald’s placement and 
that a sister had run away from 
home while on court probation. 
All of the children living in the 
home in 1960 had been taken 
from the couple by court order 
for a three-month period. 
Family In Debt 
Testimony also showed that 
the family was in debt at least 
$2,400, not counting $875 toward 
Gerald’s* support ordered by the 
court at $25 per month starting 
in 1968. A psychiatric social 
worker also testified that Mrs.

And, whereas milk prices have 
stabilized at 76c per half gallon 
over the past year and flour has 
dropped from $1.14 per five- 
pound bag to $1.03, some pork 
prices reflect a below average, 
but adequate, supply situation. 
The price of one pound of 
bacon has risen nine cents in the 
last year (from $1.60 to $1.69 per 
pound). But, ironically, pork loin 
chops have decreased 21c during 
the past year due to advertised 
specials. 
Sandwiches Increase 
Connoisseurs of quick and 
easy sandwiches will continue to 
pay a high price for convenience, 


as tuna has increased nine cents 
for a 6‘2-ounce can during the 
past year and peanut butter, 
which sold for 57c per 12-ounce 
jar, is now being sold for 68c. 
Making matters even worse for 
sandwich-eaters is the price of 
bread: A one-pound loaf of 
bread cost as much as 52c two 
months ago. Now it is costing 
each consumer 49c per loaf, 
which is six cents above the 
price last March. 
Vegetables and vegetable 
products also have shown a sub­ 
stantial increase during the past 
year. Just last March, consumers 
were paying 29c per 16-ounce 
can of cut green beans. Now 


green beans are costing 38c for a 
16-ounce can. 
The story is the same for 
frozen peas, which cost 39c for a 
one-pound package a year ago 
and now have increased to 51c. 


Ketchup, costing 36c for a 14- 
ounce bottle in March 1975, now 
is sold at 45c. In addition, a 16- 
ounce can of pork and beans, 
which sold for 27c a year ago and 
16c in July, 1973, is selling at the 
going rate of 32c. 
Sugar Price Down 
Although not included in the 
totals, a survey of sugar prices 
indicates a decline in the cost of 
sugar. An all-time high in the 
price of sugar was reached in 


December 1974, when a five- 
pound bag of cane sugar was 
selling for $3.02 and beet sugar 
cost $3.11. 


At that time, sugar sales 
declined resulting in an unusual­ 
ly high sugar inventory and 
lower prices, according to an 
Associated Press report. 
Consequently, cane sugar 
currently is selling for $2.10 per 
five-pound bag and beet sugar 
costs $2.07. 


These prices are still 
somewhat higher than last 
September’s prices of $1.93 for 
cane sugar and $1.90 for beet 
sugar.

Mutual Funds 
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Best Levels 
In 6 Months 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 
stock market, cheered by a drop 
in wholesale prices and hopeful 
for a break in foreign oil rates, 
reached its best levels in more 
than six months Thursday. 


The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials advanced 8.99 to 
761.81, the highest close since 
last Aug. 12, when the blue chip 
indicator stood at 767.29. 
Profit taking early in the ses­ 
sion had taken the Dow as much 
as four and a half points lower. 
But news from the government 
that February wholesale prices 
fell 0.8 per cent helped stock 
prices gain steadily and the rally 
accelerated toward the close. 


Advances held a broad 905 to 
486 lead over declines among the 
1,778 issues traded on the New 
York Stock Exchange. 
The NYSE’s composite stock 
index rose 0.42 to 44.20. 
Volume continued heavy at 
21.78 million shares, although 
down from the 24.12 million 
changing hands the previous ses­ 
sion. 
“It’s the same old thing,” said 
analyst Larry Wachtel of Bache 
& Co. “The individual trader is 
in very strong shape, and the ral­ 
ly has enhanced his buying 
power.” 
Signs that “the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
is laboring hard to hold their oil 
price controls together’’ also 
helped fuel the advance, accor­ 
ding to analyst Raymond DeVoe 
of Spencer Trask. 
This, as well as an increasing 
view among analysts that for­ 
eign oil prices may soon break 
lower, was especially helpful to 
hotel, motel and airline stocks. 
Holiday Inns rose 1V8 to 107/s, 
Howard Johnson a point to 107/s 
and Ramada Inns % to 43/4, all 
three in heavy turnover. 
In the airline group, UAL, 
Inc., and TWA each added %. 
Hilton Hotels, another stock that 
would benefit from increased 
tourism as a result of lower oil 
prices, rose l7/« to 213/4. 


Sony Corp., the Big Board’s 
volume leader, climbed V2 to 9% 
including a 230.000-share block 
at 9. 
J.C. Penney, which reported a 
5 per cent gain in February 
sales, dvanced l3/4 to 593/4. 
Walter Kidde was up U/2 to 


167y8. The company said fourth 
quarter earnings totaled $1.50 a 
share, compared with 95 cents 
the same period a year ago. 
Semiconductor stocks, which 
have sparkled in recent ses­ 
sions, continued to climb with 
Texas Instruments up 4 to 91 Vs, 
Motorola 1% to 503% and Na­ 
tional Semiconductor l3/s to 
2234. 
Among other glamor issues, 
Procter & Gamble was up 2l/2, 
IBM 37«, Digital Equipment 3 
and Burroughs 2.

Patient, poised and proud Lin- 


coln Southeast took a giant step 
toward its first district basket- 
ball championship in 15 years 
Thursday night with a 5649 win 
over Lincoln East before 5,100 
fans at Pershmg Auditorium.

the Spartans creep any closer 
than seven points. 


Southeast coach Wally 


McNaught said his fifth-ranked 


team has made a habit of getting 
off to a fast start in winning 12 of 
its last 14 games. 


"1 can't really explain it," he 


said. "I imagine momentum has 
something to do with it. It's 
amazing what confidence will do 
for anyone, especially a high 
school basketball player." 


East, for the most part, shut 


down the Knights' inside game, 
but Southeast countered with 
impressive outside gunnery, hit- 
ting 14 of 25 first half shots, 
mostly from long range. 


"I think East was supporting 


so much on defensing our inside 
game that we were finding 
ourselves wide open there early 
and just did a good job of 
shooting the ball instinctively," 
McNaught observed. 


East coach Paul Forch, who 


had indicated earlier in the week 
that his Spartans couldn't afford 
to get behind early, reiterated 
his observation.

good ball handlers," he said.

Huskers Have Tough Luck 


Nebraska's 1974-75 Cornhusker basketball team will go 


down in the record books as one of the tough-luck squads of all 
time. 


The Huskers, who close out iheir season Saturday night at 


Iowa State, have lost four of their last six games — two in over- 
time and two by a single point 


Even the victories came hard down the stretch. They won 


by three points over Missouri in the NU Coliseum and by a 
single point at Oklahoma State. 


All told, Coach Joe Cipriano's squad has been involved in 


eight close games, winning just three of them. Had the others 
come out "right" Nebraska would be among those teams 
receiving tournament bids with an impressive 16-6 record and 
the lead in the Big Eight Conference race. 


The Huskers of 1970-71 played eleven tight contests, but had 


much better luck than the current team. They won eight of them 
— one by a single point, four by two points, one by four points, 
and two by five points. 


The result was an 18-8 season, including an 8-6 conference 


record. 


The secret of success in basketball is to "win 'em all at 


toome," and win the close ones on the road. That simply didn't 
happen in 1974-75 and it is a shame. 


Home Crowds Are Bigger 


Even if the season wasn't an artistic success in the won-lost 


column — 14-11 overall and 7-6 in the league with one game to 
play — the Huskers certainly captured the imagination of the 
fans. 


In seven home Big Eight games, Nebraska averaged 7,832 a 


game, including five crowds of over 8,400. Overall, the Huskers 
in eleven home games played before 74,932 fans for a 6,812 
average. 


That compares with last year's 71,450 total for the same 


number of games. 


Crowds on the road, including 24,513 at the Big Eight pre- 


season tournament, totalled 95,084 with another 6,000 or so to be 
added Saturday night at Ames. 


The Huskers picked up a big payday in the Indiana Classic 


where 21,391 watched the two-night tournament. Largest sftigle- 
game crowd was 13,200 for the debacle at Kansas. 


The Huskers will move into the new Coliseum next season 


with its 14,000-plus seats and Cipriano has promised a much 
more attractive home non-conference schedule as well as the 
usual appearance of the seven other league teams here. 


With all key players returning, except Steve Erwin, and 


hopefully an accomplished junior college recruit coming in next 
fall along with some good freshmen, the Huskers should be 
ready to face the season and provide the same excitement they 
did this year.

Th e Hu sk ers, wh o clo se o u t th eir seaso n Satu rd ay n ig h t at 
Io wa State, h av e lo st fo u r o f th eir last six g ames — two in o v er­ 
time an d two b y a sin g le p o in t. 


Even the victories came hard down the stretch. They won 
by three points over Missouri in the NU Coliseum and by a 
single point at Oklahoma State. 
All told, Coach Joe Cipriano’s squad has been involved in 
eight close games, winning just three of them. Had the others 
come out “ right” Nebraska would be among those teams 
receiving tournament bids with an impressive 16-6 record and 
the lead in the Big Eight Conference race.

The result was an 18-8 season, including an 8-6 conference 
record.

That simply didn’t 
happen in 1974-75 and it is a shame.

Even if the season wasn’t an artistic success in the won-lost 
column — 14-11 overall and 7-6 in the league with one game to 
play — the Huskers certainly captured the imagination of the 
fans.

The Huskers picked up a big payday in the Indiana Classic 
where 21,391 watched the two-night tournament. Largest sfoigle- 
game crowd was 13,200 for the debacle at Kansas.

Aurora Gets Revenge, 
Nips Seward, 61-59

Columbus - Aurora banners 


plastered on the walls of Platte 
College Thursday night begged 
for, "Sweet, sweet revenge," 
and the Huskie basketball team 
answered the request in. 
dramatic fashion. 


Junior forward Steve Cranfill 


drilled a 15-foot jumper from the 
right side with no time 
remaining on the clock, as 
Aurora nipped Seward, 61-59, in 
the semifinals of the B-5 district. 


"I've dreamed of winning a 


game like that for a long, long 
time," said Cranfill, who was 
carried off the floor by his 
jubilant teammates. "That's the 
first chance I've ever had to win 
a game and it feels great." 


Cranfill's clutch shot gave the 


Aurora team and fans the sweet 
revenge they were hoping for, 
following a 73-69 overtime loss to 
Seward on January 24. That was 
the last defeat for the No. 5 rated 
Huskies who now stand 154 
overall. 


It was a determined fourth 


quarter effort by coach Bill 
Holliday's balanced Aurora club 
which set up the game winning 
shot by Cranfill. 


After the lead switched hands 


fourteen tirqfs through the first 
three quarters of action, Seward 
suddenly charged to a five point 
48-43 lead with 20 seconds left in 
the quarter behind the outstan- 
ding shooting of center Vic 
Streufert. 


Seward bolted to the five-point 


advantage when Holliday 
switched Aurora from a man-to- 
man defense to a zone, because 
of foul problems. 


Streufert, who had burnt 


Aurora's man-to-man by hitting 
six of eight field goal attempts in 
the second quarter, hit five of six 
shots against the zone in the 
third period. 


"They (Seward) almost shot 


our eyes out when we went to 
that zone," Holliday said. "We 
switched to the zone because of 
the fouls, and it almost killed 
us." 


Trailing 4845 going into the 


final quarter, Aurora again fell 
behind by five points as 
Streufert hit a baseline jump 
shot to push the Bluejays to a 50- 
45 advantage. Then the Huskies 
went to work. 


Except for a single free throw 


by Streufert with seven minutes 
left in the contest, Aurora held 
Seward scoreless for five 
minutes, while Cranfill and all- 
state candidate Doug Sweeney 
keyed the Huskies offensive 
resurgence. 


Sweeney, who finished with 20 


points, put Aurora ahead 53-51 
with 5 36 remaining. A jump 
shot by Cranfill stretched the 
lead to 57-53 and Joe Ernst's two 
free throws with 1:47 to play put 
Aurora up by 59-53. 


But Seward refused to wilt, as 


Streufert, who finished with a 
game high 28 points, hit a bucket 
at the 1:19 mark and two free 
throws with 49 seconds left to 
slice Aurora's lead to 59-57. 


It appeared the game was 


going to follow the same pattern 
of the first Aurora-Seward battle 
by going into overtime, when the 
Bluejays stole the ball from 
Sweeney with 19 seconds 
remaining and Aurora attemp- 
ting to stall away the victory. 


Following a timeout, guard 


Karl Merlins hit a pressure 15- 
foot shot from the left side with 
10 seconds remaining to knot the 
score at 59-all. And overtime 
appeared a certainty. 


But Cranfill and his Aurora 


teammates wanted nothing to do 
with a second overtime against 
coach Rod Felix's Seard team 
which finished the season with a 
14-6 record. 


Following Mertin's shot, Doug 


Person brought the ball upcourt 
for Aurora, and fired a perfect 
pass to Cranfill, who let fly his 
game-winning shot just before 
the buzzer went off. 


"I knew it was in the minute I 


let it go," Cranfill said of his 
game-winning shot. 


Scoring 16 points to go along 


with Sweeney's 20, Cranfill drew 
praise from Holliday who said, 
"I think we should give Steve the 
game ball, not for his last second 
shot, but for the way he played 
the entire second half. 


"He hit the boards well and 


was a major factor in our com- 
eback. But I thought the whole 
team showed a lot of poise and 
determination." 


Aurora will meet Columbus 


Scotus Saturday night at 7:30 
p.m., with the winner earning a 
berth to next week's state tour- 
nament. 


"These kids want to go to the 


state tournament awfully bad," 
Holliday said. "I think you can 
tell that by the determination 
they displayed tonight."

Aurora Gets Revenge, 
Nips Seward. 61-59

Columbus — Aurora banners 
plastered on the walls of Platte 
College Thursday night begged 
for, 
Sweet, sweet revenge,” 
and the Huskie basketball team 
answered the request in 
dramatic fashion. 


Junior forward Steve Cranfill 
drilled a 15-foot jumper from the 
right side with no time 
remaining on the clock, as 
Aurora nipped Seward, 61-59, in 
the semifinals of the B-5 district. 


I ve dreamed of winning a 
game like that for a long, long 
time,” said Cranfill, who was 
carried off the floor by his 
jubilant teammates. “That’s the 
first chance I've ever had to win 
a game and it feels great.” 
( ranfill's clutch shot gave the 
Aurora team and fans the sweet 
revenge they were hoping for, 
following a 73-69 overtime loss to 
Seward on January 24. That was 
the last defeat for the No. 5 rated 
Huskies who now stand 154 
overall. 


It was a determined fourth 
quarter effort by coach Bill 
Holliday's balanced Aurora club 
which set up the game winning 
shot by Cranfill. 


After the lead switched hands 
fourteen tin\gs through the first 
three quarters of action, Seward 
suddenly charged to a five point 
48-43 lead with 20 seconds left in 
the quarter behind the outstan­ 
ding shooting of center Vic 
Streufert. 


Seward bolted to the five-point 
advantage when Holliday 
switched Aurora from a man-to- 
man defense to a zone, because 
of foul problems. 


Streufert, who had burnt 
Aurora’s man-to-man by hitting 
six of eight field goal attempts in 
the second quarter, hit five of six 
shots against the zone in the 
third period. 
‘‘They (Seward) almost shot 
our eyes out when we went to 
that zone,” Holliday said. “We 
switched to the zone because of 
the fouls, and it almost killed 
us.” 


Trailing 48-45 going into the 
final quarter, Aurora again fell 
behind by five points as 
Streufert hit a baseline jump 
shot to push the Bluejays to a 50- 
45 advantage. Then the Huskies 
went to work. 


Except for a single free throw 
by Streufert with seven minutes 
left in the contest, Aurora held 
Seward scoreless for five 
minutes, while Cranfill and all- 
state candidate Doug Sweeney 
keyed the Huskies offensive 
resurgence. 
Sweeney, who finished with 20 
points, put Aurora ahead 53-51 
with 5:36 remaining. A jump 
shot by Cranfill stretched the 
lead to 57-53 and Joe Ernst’s two 
free throws with 1:47 to play put 
Aurora up by 59-53. 
But Seward refused to wilt, as 
Streufert, who finished with a 
game high 28 points, hit a bucket 
at the 1.19 mark and two free 
throws with 49 seconds left to 
slice Aurora’s lead to 59-57. 


It appeared the game was 
going to follow the same pattern 
of the first Aurora-Seward battle 
by going into overtime, when the 
Bluejays stole the ball from 
Sweeney with 19 seconds 
remaining and Aurora attemp­ 
ting to stall awav the victory. 


Following a timeout, guard 
Karl Mertins hit a pressure 15- 
foot shot from the left side with 
10 seconds remaining to knot the 
score at 59-all. And overtime 
appeared a certainty. 
But Cranfill and his Aurora 
teammates wanted nothing to do 
with a second overtime against 
coach Rod Felix’s Seard team 
which finished the season with a 
14-6 record. 
Following Mertin’s shot, Doug 
Person brought the ball upcourt 
for Aurora, and fired a perfect 
pass to Cranfill, who let fly his 
game-winning shot just before 
the buzzer went off. 


“I knew it was in the minute I 
let it go,” Cranfill said of his 
game-winning shot. 


Scoring 16 points to go along 
with Sweeney’s 20, Cranfill drew 
praise from Holliday who said, 
“I think we should give Steve the 
game ball, not for his last second 
shot, but for the way he played 
the entire second half. 
“He hit the boards well and 
was a major factor in our com­ 
eback. But I thought the whole 
team showed a lot of poise and 
determination.” 


Aurora will meet Columbus 
Scotus Saturday night at 7:30 
p.m., with the winner earning a 
berth to next week's state tour­ 
nament. 


“These kids want to go to the 
state tournament awfully bad,” 
Holliday said. “I think you can 
tell that by the determination 
they displayed tonight.”

section 6 of Ordinance No 7799 have been paid in full to the date ot issuance of the Ad- 
ditional Bonds then proposed to be issued; and (iii) that fhe Additional Bonds then 
proposed to be issued shall be due serially with principal payments commencing not 
less than three years from their date and with principal and interest amortized over a 
period not shorter than the remaining life of any of the Outstanding Bonds in such 
manner as to make the total annual amount of principal and interest payable on the 
Outstanding Bonds and such Additional Bonds reasonably equal in each year in which 
there is a maturity of principal of the Outstanding Bonds, 


(2) in order to fix a schedule of maturities for the Series of 1975 Bonds authorized in

The Series of 1975 Bonds are hereby determined to be "Additional Bonds" Issued 


pursuant to Section 9 of Ordinance No. 7799 within the meaning of such words as defined 
and used in that ordinance, and all of the provisions of Ordinance No 7799 applicable to 
Additional Bonds issued pursuant to Section 9 thereof shall be applicable to the Series of 
1975 Bonds and are made a part hereof for the benefit and security of the holders from 
time to time of the Series of 1975 Bonds as though fully set forth herein, Including 
without limiting the generality of the foregoing, all provisions of Ordinance No. 7m 
relating to the pledge, collection, deposit and application of the revenues of the
